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FATALITY FOLLOWS BAR ARGUMENT 
Man Killed By Car After Stabbing

A 57-year old Bristol man was 
killed instantly at 4 a.m. today 
as he crossed Route 13 at Bea­ 
ver St. 


The fatality followed what po­ 
lice referred to as a “ spree” 
by three people which included 
a stabbing near a Bristol Town­ 
ship tavern. 


Elijah Frederick. 638 Spruce 
St., was crossing the highway 
when he was struck by a car 


which hurled him against a traf­ 
fic light standard. 


“ Heavy Rain” 


Bristol Police Sgt. Earl Buck 
said the driver of the car, Ron­ 
ald G. Loya, 25, Burlington, N. 
J., said he didn't see the man 
until “ it was too late.” 


Police said the heavy rain at 
the time washed away any pos- 
Nible trace of skid m arks on the 
pavement, but Loya told them 
“ I slammed on my brakes.” He 
said that Frederick was in front 


of his car before 
he 
(Loya) 
knew what was happening. Loya 
said that 
he 
was 
unable to 
swerve his car because of an­ 
other car in the next lane. 


He is being held on an in- 
v o l u n t a r y 
manslaughter 
charge.

Bristol Township Police Chief 
John R. Stewart reported this 
morning that Frederick and a 
friend, D.C. Swint, also of the 
638 Spruce St., were involved in 


an argum ent with Frederick’s 
girl friend Lillie Mae Neal, 45, 
in Dorn's

Rd., Bristol Township. 


Stewart said that at 2:36 this 
morning township police receiv­ 
ed a telephone complaint from 
Swint, who said he had been 
stabbed by the woman. 


A report from the bartender 
on duty at the time at Dorn’s 
Bar was confusing and incoher­ 
ent, Stewart said. The employe, 
Sam Janico, Bristol, first ad­ 


mitted there had been an argu­ 
ment and 
then 
retracted 
his 
story and said, “ Things hap­ 
pened so fast 
I 
didn’t 
know 
what was going on.” 


Near Door 


Janico did say that the three 
were in the tavern and near the 
door when the argument occur­ 
red, but that they had not been 
drinking.

Swint had been drinking. Chief 
Stewart said she “ was under 
the influence."
